STRATHCONA'S CASUALTIES. 


: 


Winnipez, June 30, 00. 

A cable from Tieut..-Col. Steele, dat- 
ed Juae 28th, reperts the following 
casualty list in B. Company of Strath- 
cona’s Hlorse. Dead, Private E. M. 
Bauks invalided to England; Private 
W. Woodward, Private P. R. Hayes 
and Privates B.S. Niblock. The nearest 
kin to all, excepting Niblock whe 
came from Calgary, reside in the Old 
Country. 

London, June 29:Gen. Buller sent 
the following to Lord Stratheona:. 
The Canadian high commissioner in 
London,—Your regiment joined my 
forces during the march to Stander- 
ton. I am very glad to have them, I 
like being with ola friends. They are 
mest useful. 

Canadians Again. 

Lord Roberts bas sent the following 
to the war office from Pretoria: “The 
terminus of the railway from Johan- 
nesburg due east was aitacked early 
yesterday. The Canadian regiment 
which garrisoned the place beat off the 
enemy. No casualties reported. 
Seymour at Tien Tsin 

A despatch from Seymour, June 23rd 
reads: ‘‘We made a night march, ar- 
riving at daybreak opvosite the Im- 
perial army above Tien Tsin, where 
after friendly advances, a treacherous 
heavy fire was opened while our men 
were exposed op the opposite river 


bank.) The enemy were kept in check 


by rifle fire in front while their posi- 
tion was turned by a party of marines 
and seamen under Major Johnson, who 
rushed and occuyied one of the salient 
points, seizing gurs. The. Germans 
lower down silenced two guns and then 
crossed the river and captured them. 
The armory was next occupied by the 
combined forces. Determined  at- 
temps to taxe the armory on the fol- 
lowing day were unsuccessful. Sev- 
eral guns were mounted in our defence 
and shelled the Chinese forts iower 
down Having found ammunition 
and rice we could have held out for 
some days, but beinz hampered with 
large numbers of wounded I sent to 
Tien Ysin for a relieving force, which 
arrived on the morning of June 25th. 
The armory was evacuated and the 
ferces arrived at Tien Tsin on June 
26th.” 
Troablesome Reds at Rainy River. 
Ret Portage, June 29thp 

The steamer Kenora arrived at about 
9 this evening having on board about 
one hundred -women and children, 
families ef settlers along the Rainy 
river, inthe vicinity of Beaver Mill. 

The farmers in that section are very 
much alarmed at the actions of the 
Indians afiong the river from Fort 
Francis down. The Indians have all 
left the reserves and have _ selected 
camps at various parts of the river and 
threaten yioler*e to whites. Pow-wowa 
are being held and settlers who have 
attempted to approach them have been 
warned back. Of course stories in 
fFome instances are exaggerated, 
but the facts when sifted out are 
thaft a bad American Indian with tie 
gift of prophesy has for some time been 
visiting yeserves, an@ he has worked 
natives vip into a frenzy vy telling 
them that a big Cyclone will sweep 
the whites off before long and _ the 
Indian will once more ho!d full sway. 
It is this that has caused them to 
come together. Two Indians were ask- 
ed to leave tkeir work and join the 
bamd. On refusing this they were 
told they would be killed if they did 
not do so. Other friendly Indians 
have warned the whites to be on their 
zuard,for t-ouble is intended. What- 
ever the Indian means he is now with- 
outi doubt in a very restless condition 
and may start on the war path at 
any time Prompt action is neces- 
sary on the part of the authoritiess

The Dr. thus reported on the best 
varieties of potatoes, as indicated. by 
the tests of five years. 

“The six varieties which have apt 
peared among the best twelve for the 
whole time are Late Puritan, Irish 
Daisy, Empire State, Clark’s No. 1, 
American Wonder and State of Maine. 
Four others have disappeared among 
the best twelve twice out of three 
times. These are Lee’s Favorite Car- 
min No. 1, Seedling No. 230 and New 
Variety No. 1. In view of these new 
facts I have submitted te you and 
bearing in mind that in the arrange- 
ment of these plots each season, no 
e-forts have been made to give to any 
variety any advantage in point of lo- 
cation, and since the land often varies 
in the same field, it seems 
quite remarkable « the re- 
sults covering so iong a pericd as these 
tests hive occupied, in different cli- 
mates and in different soils, should 
have been so uniform in character. It 
is scarcely necessary to pursue this 
subject further.

SITUATION IN CHINA. 

A London despatch on « Tuesday 
Said: The British cruiser Terrible has 
arrived at Che Foo from Taku with 
the latest news, which is as follows— 
Right hundred Sikhs and two hundred 
Welsh Fusiliers have affected a junct- 
ion with the American, German and 
Russian forces which had been cut off 
by the Chinese about nine miles from 
Tien Tsin. It was proposed to deliver 
an assault upon the Chinese forces at 
Tien Tsin last night (Sunday.) It is 
not clear what forces have been united. 
It ‘would seem that one relieving force 
\fut of haid been relieved by another. 
At any rate it is apparently certain 
thnt the allies arrived in sufficient 
force at Tien Tsin on Sunday to attack 
the be:ieging Chinese. 

Foreign office opinion here, says a 
despatch from Shanghai to the Daily 
Express, dated yesterday, inclines to 
believe that the worst has happened 
to the legations at Pekin and to 
Admiral Seymour as well. “Even if 
the legations were safe on June 15, 


there is no guarantee that they are 
now safe. The situation, in fact, 
grows more and more gloomy. Bad 
news comes from Nankin where the 


unrest is said to be growing ‘hourly. 
Viceroy Liu Kin Yihaims telegraphed 
the British authorities tnat ne has or- 
dered the five Chinese cruisers, which 
have been lying in Shanghai harbor {to 
proceed to Nankin. Gen. Mas’ army} 
says a correspondent ait Shanghai, 
ronsisting of 4,600 men, left a 'week 
ago for Ackin and Gen. Sung Ching’s 
forces numbering 2,500 left for ‘the 
same place on Jmne 15. 

Extensive preparations by the allies 
are coing forward. The first regiment 
from the West Indies, 1,000 men, em- 
barked at Caleutta yesterday and 833 
more marines have received orders to 
go‘eut from British ports. The Amur 
Army Corps ordered out by Russia 
numbers 52,100 men with 84 guns. Ja- 
pam proposes to land 15,000 on Chinese 
territory within a fortnight. Among 
the minor military preparations the 
Portuguese governor of Mexico, Island 
of Macao, at the southwest entrance 
of Canton river is seading arms to the 
Paritwzuese in Canton. 

A careful estimate of the number 
and armament of the Chinese troops 
around Pekin puts the total at 360, 
000 and it is calewlated that the troops 
tossess 2,223 7-cent timetre Cruesot 
guns, 18 Krupps and 150 Maxims. Their 
supply of ammunition is practically in- 
exhatustable. It has mainly been sup- 
plied by a German firm at Carlowitz. 
Fully three-fourths of the Chinese 
troops are badly drilled, wholly undis- 


ciplined and quite unfamiliar with 
modern weapons. 
Rear Admiral Kemp‘f reported by 


a Japanese torpedo boat that the com- 
bined forces, entered Tien Tsin on Sat- 
nrday. the 23rd, sustaining small loss- 
es. They started on Sunday to relieve 
the force which left Tien Tsin on June 
10th and which is believed to be sur- 
rounded near Pekin. According to 
Japanese reports Admiral Seymour has 
been injured and the ministers left 
Pekin on Saturday guarded by Chin- 
ese soldiers. Their whereabouts is un- 
known. 

Eight thousand allied troops ‘have 
landed at Taku, including 1,200 Ger- 
mans. A French officer who. has suc- 
ceeded in getting through from Tien 
Tsin to Taku says that the Russians 
alone have lost 150 killed and 300 
wounded. The German gunbogt {Fittis 
wp the PetHo river reports that 
masses of Chinese are nearing Tong 
Ku and that an immediate attack is 
expected. 

The exclusive despatch to the asso- 
ciated press from Chee Fee giving Rear 
Admirai Kempff’s amthoritive an- 
nouncement of the relief of Tien Tsin 
on June 20 remained for hours the sole 
news of this occurence of World-wide 
At about 1 o’clock Hong 
Kong and Shanghai banks, London 
branches received confirmation of 
the news and at about the same time 
Mr. Dawson, a delegate from Singa- 
pore to the Congress of the associatian 
of the chambers of commerce which 
is now in session in Londow, 
informed his fellow delegates, amid 
loud cheering, that he had received a 
despatch from his son announcing the 
relief of Tien Tsin. The news reach- 
ed Berlin jater from the German con- 
sul at Chee Foo, who announced ‘that 
the relief column entered Tien Tsin 
during the afternoon of the 23rd, and 
started thence again on the 24th 
relieve Vive-Admiral Seymour, wha. 
with the foreign ministers, was said 
to be occupying 2 position twelve and 
a, half miles from Tien Tsin on Sunday 
and was hard. pressed by a great. force 
of Foxers and Chinese regulars. Pos- 
sibly the Japanese report that Sey-

mour wasia prisoner and that the min- 
isters had ieft Pekin guarded by Chin- 
ese soldiers is merely a distorted ver- 
sion of the Berlin story, but in any 
event, definite news way be expected 


ipeedily, and it is confidently helieved 
here that Seymour and his companions 
will be safely delivered from their 
plight. 

According to the report of a China; 
man refugee who has just arrived at 
Shanghai the condition of Tien ‘sin 
was horvit le. 

Everywhere in the streets were the 
bodies of massacred men and women 
Americans as well as other national- 
ities. The Hong Kong and German 
banks, he adds, were destroyed early 
during the bombardment. Shanghai 
also 1eports that the American-Rus- 
sian‘relief force was so badly ambush- 
ed that the forces were obliged to aban- 
don the field guns und much ammuni- 
Moa. About 180 Russians and eleven 
Americans were killed or wounded.

News from South Africa has been of 
comparatively little importance dur- 
ing the last week. The British papers 
are recalling their correspondents and

“Pretoria, Sundayj, 11:30 a. m.—Bul- 
ler reached Standecrion, June 22. He 
found a zood’ deal of rolling stack. All 
the Dutch residents had, left the town. 
The British prisoners captured since 
our occupation of Pretoria, have been 
taken to Machadodorp. 


“Tan Hazilton occup*ed Heiijelberz 
Saturday. The enemy fled.pursued 
by our mounted men, six or seven 
miles. The previous day SBraad- 
weod’s cavalry had a skirmish with 
the enemy, dispersing them com- 
pletely, and capturing six. Hunter's 
advance brigade reached Johannes- 
burg toward Heidelberg, June 22. The 
enemy attacked our poxt at Honing- 
epruit, and before reinforcements ar- 
rived from Kroonstad, they had burn, 
ed three culverts. These had all been 
repaired by this afternoon.”

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THE FiGHY AT THABA-NCHU. 


The following graphic paragraphs 
from the pen of A. G, Hales, the Lonr 
don Daily News special correspondent 
in South Africa, describes the fight 
at Thaha-Nchu, where a small force of 
the Gordons, separated from the main 
foree revenged Magersfontein and 
broke Botha’s force. : 

It was *he first of May. We bad the 


Beers hard pressed in Thaba-Nchu in 
aj run of kopjes that reached in al- 
most unbroken seyuence farther than 
@ man’s eye might reach. The flying 
French was with us, chafing like a 
leashed greyhound because he could 
not sweep all before him with one im- 
petuous rush. Rundle, toy was 
here, with his haughty, handsome 
face, as keen as French, but with a 
better grip on his feelings. Six thou 
sand of the foe, under Louis Botha, 
cool, crafty, long-headed, resource- 
ful, held the kopjes. Again and 
again we manoeuvred to trap them, 
but no wolf in winter is mere wary 
than Botha, no weasels more watch- 
ful than the men he commanded, When 
we advanced they fell back, when we 
fell back they advanced, until the 
merest tyro in the art of war could 
see that a frontal attack, unless 
made in almost hopeless positions, 
was imrossible. So Hamilton swept 
round their right flank, 10 miles north 
of Thaba-Nehu, and gave them a taste 
of his skill and daring, whilst Run- 
dle held their main body here at 
Tbhpba-Nehu. Rundle made a _ feint 
on their centre in strong force, and 


they closed in from bcth flanks to 
resist him. Then he drew off as if 
fearing the issue. This drew the 


Boers. in and they pounded our camp 
with shells until one wondered whe- 
ther the German-made rubbish they 
used would last them much © lorger. 
Then we threatened their left flank 
quickly and sharply, giving Efamilton 
time to strike on their right, and he 
etruck without erring, whipping the 
enemy at every point he _ touched 
driving them out of their positions{ 
and holding them firmly himself, so 
threatening their rear and the im+ 
mense herds af sheep and oxen’ they 
have with them, making a footing 


for the British to move on and cut 
Botha off from his base at Kroor- 
stad. 

Whether he will now stand his 


grouad and fight, or make a break 
for the main army of the Boers is 
hard to calculate, for the Boers gen- 
erally does just what no one expects 
he will attempt to do It was dur- 
ing Ilamilton’s flanking effort that 
the Gordons vindicated their charac- 
ter for courage. Captain Towse, a 


brave, murtevous soldier and gentle- 
man, whom I had _ the pleasure of 
meeting at Graspan, and whose 


guest | had, been on several occasiong, 


was the hero of the hour. He is a 
fine figure of a man, well set uri 
good-looking, strong, active. He 


was, I think, about the only soldier 
I have seen jwho could wear an 
eyeglass and not lose by it. In age 
he looked about forty. I remember 
fmapping a photo of him as he was 


“tidying up” ‘the grave of gallant 
young Huddart, an Australian 
“middy” who lay buried on the 
veldt, but the Boers collected that 
portrait from me later on, worse 
luck. On this faiteful day Captain 
Towse, with about fifty of the Gor- 
dons, got isclated from the main 
body of British troops, and the 
Boers, with that marvellous dexter- 
ity for which they are 
becornin, famous, sized up 
the position and determined 
upon a capture. They little dreamt 
of the nature of the lion they had 


snared. in their toils. With fully two 
hundred and fifty men they closed in 


on the little band of kilted men, and 
in triumphant tones called upon 
them to throw down their arms and 
wurrender. It was a picture to warm 


an artist’s heart. On all sides rose 
the bleak, black kopjes, ridges on 
ridge, as inhospitable as a watch 
dog’s growl. On one hand the little 
band in Highlanders, the picturesque 
colors of their clan showing in kilt 
and stocking, perfect in all their ap- 
pointments, but nowhere so absolute- 
ly flawless as in their leadership. Un- 
der such jeaders as he who held them 


there so calm and_ steady, their 
forebears had hurled back the _ chiv- 
alry of France and had tamed the 
Muscovite pride, and they were soon 
to prove themselves men worthy o 
their captain. 

On the other side rose th: superior 


numbers of the Boers. A wild and 
motely crew they looked compared to 
the gem of UGritain’s army. Boys 
stood side by side with old men; lads 
braced themselves shoulder to shoul- 
der with men in their 
prime; ragged beards fell on still 
more ragged shirt fronts. But there 
were manly nearts behind those rag 
ged garments, hearts that beat high 
with love of home and country, 
hearts that seldom quailed in the 
hour of peril. Their rifles lay in hands 
steady and strong. The Boer was 
face to face with the Briton: the 
numbers lay on the side of the Boers’ 
but the bayonet was with the Briton.

“Throw up your pands and surren- 
der.” The language was English, but 
the accent was Dutch. A moment, an 


awful secon cf time, the rifle bar- 
rels yleamed coldly towards that 
little zroup of men, who stood their 


ground as pine trees stand on their 
mountain sides in Bonnie Scotland. 
Then out on the African air there 
nang a voice, proud. clear and high 
as clarion note, -“Fix bayonets, Gor 
dons!’ Like lightming the strong 
hands gripped the ready steel; the 
bayonets went home to the barrel as 
the lips of lover to lover. Rifles spoke 


from the Boer lines, and men reeled 
al pace from the British and fell, and 


lay where they fell. Again © that 
yoice with the Scottish burr ‘on 
every note, “Charge, Gordons! 


Charge !’ and the dauntless Scotch- 
tman rushed on at the head of his 


‘iery few. The Boer’s heart isa brave 
heart, and he who calls them cow- 
ards lies, but never before had they 
fared so grim a charge, never before 
had they seen a torrent of steel ad- 
vancing on their lines in front of a 
tornado of flesh and blood. On rusht 
ed{ the Scots, on over faJien comrade, 
on over rocks and clefts, on to the 
ranks of the foe,and onward through 
them, sweeping them down as I have 
seen wild horses sweep through a 
field of ripening corn. The bayonets 
hissed as they crashed through 
breastbone and backbone. Vainly 
the Boer clubbed his rifle and smote 
bagk. As well as might the wild goat 
trike with puny hoofs when the tig- 
er springs. Nothing could stay the 
wry of that desperate rusk. Do you 
tornado of flesh and blood. On ruch- 
sneer at; the Boers? Then sneer at 
half the armies of Europe, for nev- 
er yet have Scotland’s sons been 
drivea back when once they reached 
a foe to smite. 


But when they turned td gather 


in those who had fallen, then they 
found thait he whose lion soul had 
pointed them the crimsoa path tu 


duty was to lead them no mores The 
noble heart that beats so true to 
honor's highest notes was not stilled) 
but. a bullet missing the brain had 
closed his eyes for ever to God’s sunt 
light, leaving him to go through life 
in darkness; and they mourned for 
him as they had mourned for noble, 
white-souled Wauchope, whose pro- 
totvpe he-was. .

BALL MUSIC. 

The correspondent of the Morning 
Post at Bloemfontein gives some in- 
teresting impressions upon the songs 
of shells and bullets. He writes: 

“There is a bird out here, a little 
brown bird like a brambling, with a 
note that exactly mimics the Mauser, 
and an uncomfortable habit of flout- 
ing it in ugly places. The Lee-Met- 
‘ord’s note is nearly a third Aower, 
and the Martini has the dull buzz of 
. laden bee. Between the three there 
can be no mistakin,, but the Boers 
have four or five other rifles harder 
to recognize. The note varies, no 
doubt. with the rifling and initial velo- 
city; it varies too with the length of 
‘light. 

“The Mamser’s most melodious per- 
iod is 1800 years; point blank it is noth- 
ing but a nasty nasal sneer, but one 
may be a poor judge of melody at 
slose quarters. A flat-nosed or ‘dum- 
dummed’ Mauser probably makes a 
ound which one attributes to some 
unknown rifle, but the queerest note 
o all comes from a Mauser spinning 
the wronz way after a richochet. It 
is like the couzhing of a sick ghost— 
indescribably curdling. Perhaps the 
knowledge that ai such odd -aoment 
it will let an inch of daylight through 
one rather adds to the effect. The 
worst and best of bullet music is that 
one always hears it behind one. It is 
past before the ear can make a note 
of it. But thai, of course, is only a 
tonsolation when the bullets are few. 

“On the other hand one listens to 
the panting of a shell or of a bomb 
quite an appreciable while before the 
‘plitting bang announces its arrival] 
omewhere. The panting grows clear- 
*r, and seems to grow quicker as the 
thing comes straight onward, till one 
can almost feel it in the air. That{ 
if one is sitting still and ‘has ever 
kaown the thing to open at ones feet, 
is ‘the psychological moment for which 
mj a battle‘ieid, one has the least use. 
But ‘the damage which the shell’ oes 
wot, do is wonderful. 

“At Dreifontein the enemy drop 
ped one into the leading team of the 
baggage train’ just as the order was 
brought in to bear to the right. This 
shell dropped between the second span 
of mules: and the whole ten were lift- 
-d o°f their legs by the explosion and 
disappeared in a squealing, kicking 
cloud of dust. As ihe dust subsided, 
ind the drivers went forward to cut 
out the pieces, the mules staggered 
span by span, to their feet and went 
‘orward with a whinny to the erack 
of the whip, vone the worse for their 
tumble. Such incidents should make 
one view shelf fire almast witha 
criendly eye; but the fifteen-pounder 
is not, always a humorist.”

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FROM THE C M.R AT KROONSTAD. 
Alfred Aspinail, of Innisfail, report- 
ed drowned on Iriday wrote the fol- 
lowing letter to the Innisfail Free 
Lance, in which paper it appeared on 
Thursday last: 
: May 8th, 1900. 
We cttrusk the enemy (for the second | 
time) about four miles south of Kroon- 
pita Our first engagement wna & 
day’s raarch' back from here when our 
guns tmde the enemy retreat. We 
had to retire last night, about five 
miles: back to this place, a farm belong- 
ing to one of the Cronje’s. The enemy 
ix}'inj position in the brush, at the bot- 
tom’ ofa, gently sioping villey and on 
the hills around. Cur squadron was 
ordered to advance to draw the ene- 
urr’s fire so the artillery could locate 
theng. We started at a “walk marck” 
down the valley towaras a barbed wire 
fenve. Then the screi umi mez: shells 
eame hard and fast, but dropped out- 
aide the fence;. Near the fence oe 
halted and the fence men got to work 
cutting the wire, when the sheils came 
all the faster dropping in front of us, 
mroynd us and among us. Gee whiz! 
it was interesting. Whir-whoo, bang! 
It gat so hot we were ordered to re- 
tire. One sbeli burst close to where 
Sergt!-Major Hilliam was cutting the 
fence and a price of it knocked the 
rifle out of his hand. We walked 
coolly into the midjst of the shell fire 
and as coolly buck again. We would 
liked to bave got back in double quick 
time, as we did not appreciate being 
made targets of, bul the order was 
“walk march.” I could hear the bul- 
lets whizziug past my head, and 
little puffs of sand fly up where they 
etruck the earth. It was a miracle 
that none of us were hurt. Not one 
in cur squadron got a scratch. ‘The 
only C. M. R., who was wounded was 
hit in the back ot the head by a piece 
of shell which made a large ventilation 
hole in the back of his hat. Une New 
Zealander (and his horse) was struck 
by a shell and that was the Jast seer 
of either. I hear four or five others 
were wounded also. We are now wait- 
ing for inforcements, and bigger 
guns, as ours are not large enough 
The enemy is supposed to be 11,000 
etrong to our 5,000. If 1 pull through 
this affair all right, and get back to 
Gaunad: I think I will subscribe to the 
patriotic fund when the next :

in the neighborhood of Fort Graham 
for the past Lwo years. A member, \6f 
the party informed the Bulletin that 
though he is not going to return north 
it is his opinion that “there is gold 
in the country,” and believed that if 
the parties who had gone in quest of 
the precious metal two years ago had 
been experienced miners, some rich 
finds, or at least ‘some well paying 
finds would have been made much 
nearer than Dawson. As it was, the 
great majority who went in to pros- 
pect understood a trifle less about 
prospecting than they did about fly- 
ing, and the result in most cases was 
as might have been expected: 


Some time since, an article appeared. 
in the Bulletin mentioning the findingt 
of a grave by the Indians on the Finlay, 
which grave was supposed to be that 
of D. Hackney, formerly of Calgary. 
Mr. Melzer informs the Bulletin that 
it is by no means certain that the 
grave was that of Mr. Hackney, and 
thait it is not at present known this 
side of Fort Graham whose grave it 
isieven if known there. While at Fort 
Graham a year since a report was 
brought there that the grave of an 
wnknown man had been found near 
Panl’s river, 120 miles above Graham, 
on the Finlay. A party of six or 
eight, including Mr.. Hackney, had left 


Fort Graham sometime previous for 
Sylvester’s Landing, and the fact 
that Mr. Hackney was sick at the 


time led to the assumption that he 
had died on the trip and that the grave 
was his. The burial was evidently 
very imperfectly done, as, the, boots of 
the interred body were visible. Last 
fall the Indians who came down to 
Fort Graham reported that the bones 
were scattered and also that some 
writing, unintelligible to them, was 
found on a tree near by. Arrange- 
ments were made by Mr. Melzer and 
Mr. Ware, the H. BL. Co., agent at Fort 
Graham, with the Indians to have the 
writing brought to Fort Graham this 
(pring. As the Indians had not ar- 
rived when the Bartle party left Gra- 
ham on May 4, it isunknewn what the 
purport of the writing was, and until 
further news is received fromi Fort 
Graham nothing more definite will 
probably be known. 

On the way out the party met the 
tarties of Norris & Vrooman, Picard 
& Rioux, and Grimston & -Fugard 
The two former parties were bound 
for Fort Graham and the latter for 
quartz mining on the Peace.
